ASHINGTON, Aug. 9.) 
—The supremacy of! 


the American tractor} 


throughout the world is un- | 
disputed. 

Last year tractors manufactured 
in the United States and shipped | 
to foreign markets numbered 
50,000 of the wheel type and :nore r 
than 1,200 of the track-laying 
type, the total volume of these ex- 
ports being approximately $36,- 
000,000. | 

This was an increase of $4,000,000 | 
over 1925, which was a record in| 
sales of tractors abroad, according | 
to figures issued today by the agri- | 
cultural implements division of the | 
Department of Commerce. 

While American tractors are used 
in practically every foreign country, 
it is pointed out that their exten- 
sive employment is confined to a 
relatively small number of markets, 
of which the most important are 
Canada, Russia, Australia, Argen- 
tina, France, and Italy. 

Their primary use is in agricul- 
ture, but they are also employed | 
for numerous other purposes, such 
as lumbering operations, for haul- 
ing sugar cane, in road-building 
work, and various other industrial 
enterprises. 

From time to time, the report 
reveals, American iractors have 
encountered more or less strong 
competition in foreign markets. 
Serious attempts have been made 
to develop a tractor indusiry- in 
Germany, France and the United

Gets Rights to 
Synthetic Gas 








New York, Aug. 9.—Offices of 
Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey confirm the report that a 
tentative arrangement had been 
made for the company by W. C. 
Teagle, president, with the Ger- 
man dye trust for American 
rights on the Bergius patents of 
making synthetic gasoline from 
bituminous coal. 


No production of synthetic gaso- 


| line from coal is regarded as likely | 


in the next few years, according to | 
company information. This 
only because of present overpro- 
duction of oil and gasoline, but also 
that synthetic gasoline cannot yet 
be made at a price to compete with 
gasoline from petroleum. 

The tentative arrangement to get 
rights on the Bergius patents, it 
was pointed out, can be regarded as 
purely a long range _ proposition. 
The company is seeking to protect 
itself by having available such a 


process in the event that some time | 


a shortage in the supply of crude 
petroleum and the price of gasoline 
would make it possible to make 
synthetic gasoline at a price com- 
parable to that of gasoline refined 
from crude oil. 


Work on Firestone 


Los Angeles, Aug. 9.—The Fire- 
stone Tire and Rubber Company 
will start work on its proposed 
$7,000,000 plant in the South Gate 
district on October 1 and plans its 
completion by April 1. The first 
unit of the factory will cover ten 
acres of floor space, with a ca- 
pacity for manufacturing 5,000 
tires and 7,000 inner tubes daily. 
It will employ about 2,500 men 
annually, as reported in the Auto- 
motive Daily News recently. The 
factory will play a great part in 
making Los Angeles a leading fac- 
tor in the rubber industry of the 
world.

The American progress in ex< 
ports has been consistent for the 
last several years, the figures show. 
| Although the United States’ ship- 
ments exceeded those of France in 
| 1922, the latter country has held the 
| lead in 1923, 1924, 1925 and 1926 by 
a small margin in each year. 

In May of this year American 
manufacturers exported 295,000 
casings, as against 161,000 shipped 
abroad by France. Last year the 
United States exported 1,654,000 
casings, as against 1,902,000 
shipped by its principal competi- 
tor country, the figures show. 

Other tire exporting countries last 
year, in order of their importance, 
were the United Kingdom, Italy, 
Germany, Belgium and Japan. 

The rubber division of the de- 
partment today also issued reports 
|on tire exports from various foreign 
markets, indicating the trend of 
| tire sales abroad.

Indies 80 per cent. of the tires sold 
were American. 

“In spite of the preferential duty 
offered to British makes,” says a 
report from Barbados, “American 


manufacturers sell their products at | 


prices below those charged for 
British-made casings. It is claimed 
that greater mileage has been ob- 
tained from the American casings.” 

A report from Port Elizabeth, 
South Africa, states that the market 
for American casings is good, with 
distributors active. 

In Mexico City the market for 
tires is in a depressed condition, 


with sales slow and collections aif- | 


ficult. Prices were increased about 
10 per cent. in April. 

The United States lost ground in 
the casing market in Egypt last 
year, the United Kingdom, Canada 
and France all showing substantial 
gains. During the quarter ended 
June 30, American tires sold well in 
Barcelona, Spain, sales being facili- 
tated by favorable exchange rates, 
while Michelin obtained about 44 
per cent. of the business. 

In San Domingo, Dominican Re- 
public, all tires sold are of Ameri- 
can make except Dunlop. The 
intense competition previously ex- 
isting between distributors has 
been abandoned in this market, 
the report explains.

first six months of the 
Sweet, president of the 
Sales Company of Bos- 
ton, reports a 15 per cent. increase 
over the same period in 1926. July 
has been about equal to last year 
but the volume was slightly lower 
than June. Sweet is looking for- 
ward to a good fall business, and 
expects the whole of 1927 to be 
ahead of last year. The rec eption 
of the new models was more than 
satisfactory, and the new low prices 
he expects will have a penetricial ef- 
fect on sales. The Studebaker used 
car situation is easy with a low 
stock. On July 1 the company had 
only fifteen more cars then at the 
same time last year, despite the 
sales increase. 

GC. S. Henshaw, president of the 
Henshaw Motor Company, Dodge 
distributor, has been troubled with 
difficulty in getting cars. At pres- 
ent their stock is the lowest it has 
been in five years. The first six 
months’ business has been the result 
of aggressive sales effort, and a 
satisfactory total resulted. Mr. Hen- 
shaw was forced to telephone the 
factory a few days ago to beg 500 
cars immediately to satisfy the re- 
tail demand in Boston. 

The arrival of the new Dodge 
senior Tine and “128” four attracted 
the biggest crowd in years to their 
showroom. And this crowd was not 
curiosity seekers. The new improve- 
ments in design, color and new low 
prices have found a ready respense, 
and this concern has recently pur- 
chased its own building and leased a 
building of equal size adjoining. The 
year as a whole has not been quite 
as good as last year, but only be- 
cause of the inability to get cars 
for delivery. This situation will be 
improved the latter part of the 
year so that as a whole 1927 should 
show a gain. The used car situation 
is good with a low stock. 

From R. A. Green, manager of 
the Paige-Detroit Company of New 
England, comes the report that they 
are doing all the business they can 
expect. Although the volume was 
‘not quite as large for the first six 
months of 1927 as it was last year, 
he is satisfied.

SPRING SHACKLE 


The use of a cup and cone ball 
bearing mintmizes friction, the balls 
revolving slowly on the shackle while 
the car is moving and the load be- 
ing distributed progressively over the 
balls so that wear is almost nil. The 
essential design of the shackle is 
that of two side links containing 
cups and balls, supporting the car 
on pins fixed respectively in the 
spring eye and frame, the links be- 
ing held together by a bolt and 
separated by .a spacer. The side 
links are of pressed metal formed in 
an arch section for maximum stiff- 
ness. The two bearing cups are 
pressed into a link, each cup con- 
taining seven balls with a retainer.

The washer is 
surrounded by a flat spring to keep 
it pressed tight around the pin. The 
links come to the user completely 
assembled.
